I Lad tLe Honour on tLe 15th ultimo of submitting a Return 
of the acreage under Flax in each County and Province, in the 
years 1S56 and 1857, respectively, and the increase or decrease 
in the latter year ; I now beg to submit for j'our Excellency’s 
consideration General Abstracts of the total extent of land under 
the various Crops, and of the number and description of Live 
Stock by Counties and Provinces for the same years. 

As on former occasions the information in these Abstracts has 
been obtained by nearly 4,000 Enumerators selected from the 
Constabulary, and Metropolitan Police; and it is to me an agree- 
able duty to state, that they have performed the task entrusted 
to them in their usual elHcient and satisfactory manner. 

The figures given in the Tables are taken from Townland 
Abstracts fui-nished by tbe Enumerators, which for aU practical 
purposes may be considered as correct, although on passing in 
review tlie Crops and Stock on each farm in Ireland,— as is done 
in making a classification of the holdings, — some alterations may 
hereafter become necessary. 

The Inquiries for this year commenced on the 2nd of June, 
being the same date as in I85G, — there is, therefore, not any dis- 
turbing element- to take into account in comparing the Returns 
for 1867 with those of the previous year.

According to these Abstracts it -would appear that in 1857 there 
■were in Ireland 5,860,089 statute acres under Tfllage, being an 
increase of 106,542 acres over the quantity in 1856. This addition 
to the extent of land under Crops is composed of an increase 
in Cereal Crops of 2,508 acres, — in Green Crops, of 45,637, 
and of the land under Meadow and Clover, of 66,634 acres,, — 
mating in all 114,779 acres, from which a decrease in Flax of 
8,237 acres is to he taken. In the Cereal Crops, "Wheat shows an 
increase of 33,531 acres in 1857 compared with the previous year, 
and Barley, Bere, Kje, Beans, and Pease, of 27,536 acres ; but 
Oats show a decrease equal to 68,559 acres. ^ In Green Crops 
Potatoes continue to he more extensively cultivated, 42,216 acres

liaving "been planted in 1857 above tlie number returned for 1S36. 
Turnips on tbe contrary have diminished, 4,487 acres less haviii.^ 
been sown in 1857 than in 1856, in which year there were more 
than 12,000 acres under the quantity returned for 1855. Potatoes 
would, therefore, still appear to be the favourite Green Crop of 
the Irish farmer. Mangel IVurzel, Beet Hoot, Vetches, and Ilape 
also Carrots, IV.snips, and Cabbages, increase in cultivation _1857 
exhibiting an e.xtcnt in these crops above 1856 of 7,908 acre.s 
and over 1855, of 12.858 acres — thus, in some degree, compen- 
sating for the falling off in Turnips. 

It is interesting to notice this gradual increase of the land under 
Tillage, notwithstanding the continued emigration from Ireland- 
owing to which cause it is estimated that tlie population has 
decreased from 6,552,385“. in 1851, to 6,047,492 on the 1st 
.lauuary, 1857 — (as shown in the remarks on Emigration, which 
accompanied the Tables recently submitted to Tour Excellency,) 
— and this number has been reduced to 6,015,768, to the 1st 
of September instant, up to wliich date the emigrants from Irish 
Ports in 1857 as returned by the Enumerators were 72,I86.| To 
this climiiintion of the population the advance which has taken 
place in tiie price of laliour may be ascribed ; and as employment 
increases with an e.xtending area under Tillage, the means and 
prospects of the working classes in this country imist, it is confi- 
dently hoped, be permanently improved. 

According to the returns of live stock, there were, 600,693 horses 
in Ireland, in 1857, being an increase over the number enumerated 
in the previous year, of 27,285, of which 16,606 were horses used 
for agricultural purposes; 2,466 for traffic and manufactures; 
2,469 for amusement or recreation; 1,779 were yearlhigs, and 
S.'.lflo under one year old. Cattle increased by 30,686 between 
1856 and 1857 ; the number returned in the latter year being 
3,618,544; of these 1,602,908 were milch cows; 801,875 two 
years old and upwards; 616,015 wore under one year old; and 
.097,746 were one year old and under two years; these last 
decreased in 1857 by 23,361 compared witli the same class in 
1856. Pigs increased 333,627 since 1856; the number for that 
year having been 918,526, and for 1867, 1,252,1.52; the increase 
is made up of 34,037 one year old and upwards ; and 299.590 
under one year. Sheep show a decrease of 245,618 in 1857, of 
which 119,391 were ewes; 41,714 tups and wethers, and 84,513 
lambs. The decrease in sheep may, I conceive, be attributed to 
a satisfactory cause — their increased exportation, which is now 
BO ranch facilitated by railway communication.

Ill tlie observations on tbe Agricultural Abstracts for last year, 
I had tbe honour of stating the measures taken by me to call 
public attention to the great injury and loss caused by the non- 
removal of weeds from farms and the sides of high roads, railways, 
and canals. I am now informed, that in some localities improve- 
ment has taken place; but on account of the unchecked growth of 
weeds in so many places, as well as in the fields and hedge-rows of 
the slovenly and careless farmer, the efforts of those desirous to 
effect their eradication are, in a great measure, frustrated. To the 
e.vtensive circulation of the information given in the Abstracts for 
1856, as authorized by your Excellency, and to the able appeals 
on the subject which have appeared in the public press, this im- 
provement may be attributed ; until legislation, however, affords 
some remedy to those who heep their lands jreejrom weeds, against 
such parties as allow them to grow and seed, to the injury of the 
adjoining lands, the practice of clean agriculture in Ireland cannot, 
I fear, be hoped for; because, if a farmer sees that the expense 
which he incurs in removing weeds is thrown away, owing to his 
careless neighbour poisoning the fields around with the seeds of 
noxious plants, he will naturally feel that it is hopeless to eradicate 
them, as they are replaced by the vigorous stock growing on his 
neighbour’s holding. With a view to keep this subject before the 
agricultural community, 1, last spring, issued a circular to the 
several Assistant Barristers, soliciting their aid. It was most 
courteously received, many of them having addressed the parties 
attending Quarter Sessions, on the great advantages which must 
arise owing to the increased yield of land when kept free from 
weeds, as is clearly shown hy the experiments of that eminent 
and distinguished man, the late Sir John Sinclair.* 

So important has this subject become, that for an essay upon it a 
prize was awarded by the Iloyal Agricultural Society of England 
last year; — the succe.ssful author. Professor Buckman, of the 
Iloyal Agricultural College, Cirencester, gives the following prac- 
iical methods for removing weeds from the soil ; — ^ 

“ On the Extirpation of Weeds — The extirpation of weeds would apj^ear in 
theorij a mueh easier matter than in practice it is found to be, for the seeds of 
wild ])lants constituting weeds are so universallr distributed, that, though they 
may dilTer in kind at dill’erent pluecs, yet, wherever a crop will grow, there also 
will weeds llourish, if allowed. There would also appear to be species of weeds 
peculiar to certain crops, species wliich appear in one crop and not in another; 
the charlock is a familiar CNample of this, as it will often make its appearance 
ill great quantities after the breaking up of pasture or old sainfoin lea, where it 

* Tile following are this expei'iments alluileil to: — “ 1. Seven acres of light crevoUv land 
were fallowed, ami sown hread-east with wheat ; one acre was measured and not a weed 
was pulled out of it; the other s\k wore carefully weeded. The unweedfd acre produced 1}> 
bushels; the si.': weeded acres 1J55 bushels, or -’21 per acre, which is -li hubhels, or j- more 
produce in favour of weeding. — 2. A six-ucru lieli! was sown with liarlev, in Hue tilth, aud 
well manured. The weuling, owing to a great abundance cf chavhick.'ciisfc jiV. per^acro. 
The produce of an uuweeded acre was only 13 bushels; of the weeded, t’D. Difference in 
favour of weeding, 15 bushels por acre, besides the land being so much cleaner for succeeding 
crops.

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had not been obsa-ved before for years. Evidence of this may also be obtamcd 
from the vast quantities of void plants which spring up in woods after trees and 
underwood have been removed ; so quickly and so abundantly, indeed, as to 
comdnee us that their seeds must have lain dormant, only awaiting the required 
circumstances to vegetate. Newly-fonned earthworks frequently cause the 
sudden growth of wSd plants, which have never before been observed in the 
district Hence, however careful we may be to destroy weeds in one ci-op, we 
shall assm-eflly have some fresh species with the next, as well as fi-esh plants of 
the same, in consequence of dormant seeds having been brought within the 
power of gi'owth by newly stirring the soil ; from^ which it is obvious that weeds 
are not to be eradicated by one effort, however vigorous it may be. 

The getting rid of weeds would appear to resolve itself into the two following 
heads: — 

1 st. Destroying those already m the soil. 

2 nd. Preveniing oth&'S "being sowi. 

The first of these must be considered with reference to those weeds which are 
already rooted in the soil, that is, weeds of a perennial character, as well as those 
annual weeds the seeds of which have been scattered^at different periods. 

Perennial and deep-rooted weeds can only be got rid of by properly preparing 
the fallows, to which end farm-work should always be got as forwai'd as possible. 
One of the most common causes of the continuance of weeds i.s, that work is 
delayed until it is time to get in the seed for the crop, when untoward weather, 
want of time, or some other cause, prevents the possibility of that thorough 
cleaning which is necessary to get rid of weeds. Seed is thus put into foul land, 
which must wait until a more convenient season for being cleaned. 

In the usual process of arable farming, preparation of the soil by plougliing, 
scuffling, harrowing, and exposure to sunsfiine and drought, clears the land of a 
great quantity of weeds 5 but if we observe the depth to which the underground 
stems of couch, coltsfoot, bindweed, and such-like plants penetrate, we shall see 
at once that this is not sufficient to extei'minede the enemy i but, having done this 
in the most careful manner, we may observe that there are still spots left here 
and there in a field where these wee’ds flourish. Now, it appears to me that the 
best method of dealing with a case like this, is to go carefully over the ground 
after the crop is removed, and dig up the weed-patclies with a three-pronged 
fork. With this implement they can be followed in their direction and depth; and 
thus, by a simple employment of day-labour, these isolated nurseries of mischief 
may, if not too numerous, be readily, perfectly, and cheaply broken up. Indeed 
there is no mode so efficient as this ; and, from long observation of the natural 
histoiy of weeds of this kind in arable fields, I am convinced that more may be 
done by the fork towards the complete eradication of deep-rooted weeds than 
by any other means. • 

There are some of these deep-rooted weeds which are exceedmgly troublesome 
in pastures, such as the stinging-nettle, butter-bur, and bistort. These occur in 
patches, some in the corners of the field, others in wet places, while the bistort 
•1^ be found occupjdng isolated spots in the centres of meadows. These cannot 
well be attacked by digging them up. The best plan of treating them is to 
i-egularly mow them down, when their stems grow a few inches above the sur- 
face of the ground. The principle upon which this is recommended is, that the 
leaves are absolutely necessary to tbe extension of the whole of the parts of a 
plant ; if, therefore,” these are continued to be destroj’ed in proper time, the 
extinction of the imdergi’ound stems is ultimately insured ; it -^vill not do, how- 
ever, to leave them iiutd the usual period of mowing, as at that time the i)lants 
will have advanced to maturity, and the leaf function have been fully performed. 
An observance of this law will be of great use in destroying many weeds, in 
situations whei^e the roots eanuot be got at ; let it simply be borne in mind, as 
the haves are the lungs of the plants never in suck cases to allow the haigs to 
develop themselves. 

The prevention of IVeeds are constantly being sown luider 

many cii’cumstances, tbe chief of which may be stated as follows : — 

Weeds are sown with the seed for the crap. 

Weeds are spread over the land by manures. 

Weeds are perpetuated by being allowed to seed. 

Weeds are disseminated from road-sides, and waste land, 01 from a hadhj 
managed farm to a good one, chiefly by '‘'"flying seeds.'’’ 
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l?omng of That weeds are pei-petuated notwithstanding the moat 

careful preparation of the land, by sowing them with om- seeds, is a fact too 
well known to be ihsputed Six yeare ago we saw a field sown with foreign 
flax-seed, which came up full of black mustai-d,_SWj;s nigra, much to the 
injury of the crop : this has ever since been a troublesome weed in the field and 
has even been the nie,ans of disseminating it over a gi-cat portion of a farm on 
which It was previously abaost unknown. Again, many weeds are sown with 
clover SMds, sainfoin and the like, which, though they mav not make wav 
during die covennw of the gi-oimd with tiie crop, may yet appc'ar in some future 
crop. From this it follows, that too much care cannot be taken to get clean 
seed, and it wants but little botanical skill to detect the presence of weeds in a 
sample. Pure or clean seed is even worth paving a gi-eater price for, as the 
reverse may entail trouble and expense for years. Any mechanical processes 
thei-efore, which can be made available for cleaning seed are well Wthy of 
patronage. A seedsm.™ who wiU be careful in the preparation and collection 
01 seed deserves the best support. In order also to assist in this matter, farmers 
should be particid.ir iiot to allmo a dirty patch to stand for seed, although U mm, 
be the most profdublc ihin^ they could do icith iV' 

Wee(h and Manure.— It is too mudi the custom to consider that the power of 
germination of seeds i.s destroyed b}' decomposition in manure heaps. That 
some are so, when the nianui-e lias been thoroughly decomposed, there can be no 
donbt; but many are not, and with those that are the ])rocess is too uncertain 
to be rebed upon. We have seen quantities of pulled docks and of crow-o-arlic 
thrown upon a heap to decay, and afterwards noticed vetches manured there- 
with to be full of these troublesome weeds. Neglected manui-e-heaps are often 
covered with a promise vegetation, which thereon produce enough weed-seeds to 
.dock a farm. . In these eases the plants rendoring the original seed were, doubt- 
less, mi.\ed with the straw of >vhich the manure was made, and yet notwith- 
standing- the \'icissitudcs they had to contend with, were not destroyed Too 
much care, thei’efore, cannot be taken toi>revent this source of mischief, to which 
end It will always be ibmiil best to burn pulled weeds; and m haiwesting com • 
docks, thistles, and the like, should not be bound up with the sheaves but if 
practicable, left standing, and aftenvard.s destroi-ed.’ ’ ’ 

* « * 
Weeding should be done as early as po.ssible, either with the horse-hoe, coni- 
mon hoe, or sumetimes the Dutch hoe, ami, when thus early cut down, mav 
safely he left to wither on the ground; but it should be borne in mind that if 
any individual plants amongst them arc shedding theii- seed at the time, and are 
not taken away, the very hoeing insui-cs its safe plantation. 

It IS precisely in this way that coltsfoot is often much increased. The flowers 
of this plant appear in spring before the- leaves. By the time the seed is ripe the 
leaves become conspicuous; the hoe k then set to work to cut down the latter 
by which the ripened seeds are sown, wljcn, il' left, they might have flown away 
to a di.stanec. Now, it may be that the roots of the coltsfoot— for it is not 
destroyed by the hoe— are forked out after tin* crop has been gathered ; but the 
soivn seeds will insure that the pest shall give us some more work to do at a 
future time. The patdies of coltsfoot fiowere sliould, therefore, be cut down as 



stances ol a bke kiiul nugiit be adduced tciiding to show that a knowledge of 
the natural history of weeds is of great importance in enabling us to subdue Siem. 

Dhsemmation or Yveflsfrom Wastes This is a matter tliat rctjuires serious 

conddoralion, and, having once obtaineil correct views upon the subject, should 
iticue to jwoinpt and energetic action. It is well known that some of the mo.'ft 
pia’meious wircds nn* to be found amongst the Cowposita-, a natural order of 
plants to which the Sonchus., Leontouon, Carduus^ Tussilago, aSV«(?c-jo, ujuI Cen- 
taurea belong. Now, in all tliese plants wo may observe that their seeds are 
frowned with a feathery down — the Pappus of botam'sts — which acts as a tim- 
parachute. enabling such seeds to l>c wafted here and there l}y the sHghfest 
breeze, and thus they float for miles. It, therefore, follows that however par- 
licular we, may be in trying to subdue them in our cultivated fields, yet waste 
places and waysides, where many species like to dwell, if not attended to will 
ever afford a nursery for many of the most objectionable weeds. "Waste places, 
tberefore, on eveiy farm — if there be such — cimuot too carefully be looked to in

And on this snbject, one of our most observant and popular 
.authors. Mr. Charles Dickens, the able and aistingmshed llditor of 
“ Household Words.” in the number ot that useful periodical for 
January last, after gracefully alluding to the exertions lor the era- 
dication of weeds, which were being made in Ireland, remarks:

The wcll-bem o 
mankind depends, they say, on the iiredoimnance of the two races of cereal- and 
ZZerops What do the weeds care for this reasonuigf The race of man 
hL always trampled on them. They are the first oivners of the 
ckim it. ■ They watch, therefore, the opportunity to rise, and eveiy 'FJo 
of the weeds is' attended with a frightftd massacre of the new rate. There n 
ZreyriioZ even to the newly born, whether of tho green crops or the cemak 
Thousands upon thousands o/ them are without pity smothered by the weeds, 
while others perish in their prime. 
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Let us observe the common case of a fortified town in possession of a cereal 
colony, such as we may take a w'heat field to be, walled ivith its hedges, moated 
with its ditches, and having its one or two great gates kept carefully closed. 
Ifot only is it frequently in England, <and almost invariably in Ireland 'plagued 
by tlie insubordination of the weeds .allowed to live within its bounds, and to lie 
there at the root of general society ; but it is, every summer, regularly besieged 
by ragged regiments. There are the chickweeds, the hawkbits, tlie thistles, vnth 
theii* white plumes waving and their lances shouldered, the popples, reddest of 
republicans, the black mustards, whose family, perhaps, has caused more tears to 
be shed than any race, except that of the onions. There are the nettles with 
their poisoned barbs, the dandelions each with fii*e upon his head. These storm 
the field, master the outworks, and do not a little mischief to the regiments that 
lift their shining spears within. **»*♦' 

It would appear that we are within the truth in .«aying that, where the weed.s 
are not kept under, there is a lo.«.<5 incurred of one-fourth of the crop. The 
weeds rob the growth with which they are mixed of some part of the food which 
tlie gi’oiind holds for the use of plants ; they clog the gi’ound mechanicallv * thev 
keep air and light from tlie yoiuig seed; they injure the crop seriously’ when 
there is high wind or heavy rain ; they delay the jirocesses of harvesting and 
stacking ; and, by so doing, increase the fanner’s risk ; while the grain that lias 
ripened under all these disadvantages, goes to the stack worse corn than it would 
have been had it been grown unaccompanied by weeds. 

The suppression of weeds has been considered in France a duty not unworthy 
of being enforced ly law. A French fanner may sue his neighbour who neglects 
to destroy the thistles upon his land at the proper seasons, or he may employ 
people to do it at his neighbour’s cost. In Denmark, there is a law to oblige 
fanners to root up the corn-marigold. The oldest regulation against the corn- 
marigold was, probabl}', that in a Statute of Alexander the Second of Scotland ■ 
which, in or about the year 1220, denounced that man to be a traitor who 
poisons the King’s lands with weeds and introduces into them a host of enemies. 
Bondsmen who liad this plant in their com were lined a sheep for each stalk, 
.and a Scottish baron held what were called Goul Courts, for the purpose of 
fining farmers in wdiose growing crops three or more lieads of corn-marigold 
could be detected. “ 

In modern times a clause of a Bill which enforced the extirpation of weeds in 
hedges and along roadsides, passed our English House of Commons, but was 
thrown out by the Lords. Yet it is ]>ossiblc that gi*eat advantage might result 
from one or two legal provisions of this kind. The loss hy weeds' in England is 
not very great ; in Irel.and the fields are overrun with them.” * » 

It is satisfactory to state that the Eoyal Agricultural Improve- 
ment Society, the Koyal Flax Society, and the IN'orth-East 
Agricultural Association, and many local farming societies, have 
aided this movement for the destruction of weeds. Extracts from 
the Keports and Minutes of some of these bodies are given at 
page 37. 

At the late meeting of the Eoyal Agricultural Improvement 
Society, at "Waterford, the following earnest and emphatic obser- 
vations, which cannot fail to have a most beneficial effect, were 
addressed by your Excellency to a large and influential assem- 
blage of landed proprietors and agriculturists : — 

“ I know that the total extinction of weeds must be a work of time, and of 

gradual and continued effort, like all other great works ; but, Delhi has not 

yet fallen — and Irish weeds are not yet extirpated; and I believe the one to be 
as essential to the real regeneration of Irish Agriculture, as the other is to the 
martial glory and stability of the Empire." 

Emigration. 

As the continued emigration ffom Ireland now attracts much 
attention, I have given in the Appendix four Tables showing the 
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number of emigrants from Irish ports, in continuation of those 
already published in the General Ecport of the Irish Census Com- 
missioners for 1851,— and with the Tables of Agricultui-al Produce 
for 1856. The Tables® comprise the following information: — 
I. The Number and Sex of Emigrants from every County and 
Province dm'ing each of the first eight Months of 1857 ; II. The 
Ports at which the Emigrants from each County embarked; 
III. The Numher, Age, and Sex of the Emigrants from each 
County during the same periods; and IV. The Number and Sex 
of Emigrants from each Port.

1 beg to state that the usual olasaifioation of the Holdings, by 
Baronies and Poor Law Unions, and the Tables relative to Scutch- 
ing Mills are in progress, and shall be submitted as soon as 
possible. 

I am happy to express my obligations to the Magistracy and 
Clergy of all denominations for their continued assistance in the 
collection of the Agricultural Statistics, as also to the Parming 
Classes who have so readily afforded the information to the Enu- 
merators. I am also indebted to the Inspector-General of Con- 
stabulary, to the Commissioners of the Metropolitan Police, and 
to the officers of their respective forces, for their co-operation, 
which has so much tended to the success of the Inquiries 
carried on from time to time, by the Enumerators selected from 
these bodies — who, in the discharge of their duties, have shown 
an amount of zeal and efficiency highly creditable. 1 am also 
fully sensible of the valuable aid I have received from the press 
of Ireland, which, on all occasions, has so ably brought before 
the public the importance of the information contained in these 
Statistics. 

In conclusion, I beg to repeat the observations which I ventured 
to mate on a former occasion — that the generous feeling, and 
intelligence displayed by my fellow-countrymen of every rank and 
class, afford an example well worthy of imitation by the Lauded 
Proprietors and Tenant Farmers of England— where, as yet, the 
collection of Agricultural Statistics, has, from various causes, un- 
happily failed.
